Richmond, Va., (Special). The 
whole coiintiy sroms to realize the 
fact that in accepting the decision 
of the Interstate Commerce Com 
mission tlie railroads have settled 
for a time at least the (piestion of 
advance in freight lates. In siieaU 
ing of this matter, Mr. Trumbull, 
chairman of the I'oard of Directors 
of the ('lu'sapciil<e k.'i ()hio says: 
"I made no predictions before the 
decision was rendered; I make 
none now as to their ultimate 
effect. 'Ihcrc is oiic liiiolil and 
shining sentence in them, lo wit: 
*'Our railroad management should 
have wide latitude for experiment; 
it should have such encouraoomcnl 
as Will attract the Imagination of 
both the engineer and the investor.'^ 
The answer which the country will 
in the lontf run trivo lo this senti- 
ment is the important and far 
reaching answer. The crop of short 
term railroad notes now coming 
would indicate that tlie country's 
imagination is still a little near 
sighted, ljut the country may get 
over that, and we hope it will. We 
hope tlie Interstate Coinmeice 
Commission is right. Some phases 
of the decisions might have been 
appealed to the newly create«l 
Commerce Court, but the railroads 
have accepted the verdict of the 
Commission and arc gomg aLcaii 
to do the best they can. The.\ 
fook forward, not backward.

FORESTRY. 

nv M^S FRANCES safERALD JUDY 

At the beginning of the Nine- 
teenth Century the people of the 
United States began to realize the 
seriousness of the wctod question, 
and, on the fourth of March, seven 
years later, the Agricultural Ap- 
propriation Hill -was approved and 
investigation be^un. 

It was found that the hard wood 
in the Appalachian Mountains had 
fallen off 1.". per cent, in the last 
seven years, and as the future sup- 
ply hin>;ed upon the control of 
these mountains the fact t>ecame 
startlitijr. If this mountain sys- 
tem were of any value to the states 
the gain in the latter would partly 
conceal the loss of wood, but if 
steps are not taken to prevent the 
destruction of forests, not only in 
the mountains but all over the 
country, the American people will 
I have to adopt tlie French plan of 
' restoration which will amount to 
probably thre3 times the taxes now 
paid out on forest wood every year. 
Mr. Beckner, of Winchester, well 
said before the Farmers' Institute 
held in this city, that "The lum- 
berman is not the forested," and it 
seems to roe that the sooner we 
a-it ei tain the object of forestry and 
apply the principles, the better it 
will be. 

As the forest is the most highly 

organized portion of the vcijetable 
world, it miirht be well to divide 
this broad subject into three parts: 
First, the importance of protect- 
ing' the wooded area; Second, the 
etl'ect upon the topography of the 
country; and third, the disastrous 
results upon the forests and the 
people. "The ImIc Conurcss.'' 
says Current Events, "created for- 
est reserves in the Southern Ap- 
palachian and White Mountains." 
Many newspapers say this is the 
brii^htest spot on the record of the 
Sixty-tirst Congress. 

Studies of the forest conditions 
in the Southern Appalachians show 
that these lands are capable of ))ro- 
ducing a much greater averaj^e of 
wood per acre annually, and so 
with a whole forest protection 
wonders mijiht be wrouijht. 

Another important fact is the 
value of the mountains of Eastern 
United States for recreation. The 
White Mountains, for instance, 
are used annually i)y thousands of 
people Irom every state in the 
Union, and from foreign countries 
as well. No other section of the 
country is so accessible to many of 
the greater eastern cities. The 
very existence of the rei^on as a 
summer resort depends directly 
upon its i)rotection, us the natural 
beauty is enhanced by forest cov- 
ering. In vitwof^ several condi- 
tions it is clear that tlie Govern- 
ment should undertake without 
delay the acquisition of a detinite- 
ly restricted amount of land in 
specilir.d watersheds in the White 
Mountains and Soutliern Appa- 
lachians for the establishment of 
national forests. 

By erosion is meant the uncov- 
erinjj and wearin<; away of the 
earth's surface; and, if this is al- 
lowed, the topography of a coun- 
try may be changed ao that even 
the industries seek a new locality. 
There is a great area now barren 
and eroded lands, and considering 
the expense of planting timber on 
them, and the time Ijeforc returns 
may be secured, they are the most 
costly clasR of lands that can be 
purchased. Nearly every acre of 
these lands is the watershed of a 
naviiiable stream on which, for 
the removal of sand and silt, the 
Government is even now spending 
money in larjje amounts. This 
sand and this silt now in the rivers, 
have come from the charred slopes 
of the lower elevations, and if the 
forests were destroyed from the 
higher lands aUo, the expense of 



keeping the streams clear would 
be multiplied maay timet. 

Th« ioflaenee of foreats upon 
streams alone makea fferming 
possible in many regions, while 
everywhere it tends to prevent 
floods and droughts. It is a well 
known fact that the cutting away 
of the forests may destroy the en- 
tire community. In one locality 
the cattle and sheep were turned 
into the once thickly wooded area, 
the j;rass was all consumed, leav- 
ing the soil fully exposed to the 
rain; great floods followed, erosion 
took plaee, beds of barren stones 
were spread over the once fertile 
lielils by force of the water, and 
many rich valleys were almost en- 
tirely depopulated. 

The last is the effect upon the 

forest and the |)eople. The life 
history of a forest crop unfolding 
itself through the' course of sev- 
eral hundred years is full of stmg- 
{lie and tlanirers in youth, but is 
restful and retined in oKl aire. Be- 
sides the disastrous effects of lum- 
bering, the enmiies of the forest 
are fire, grazing, trampling, in- 
sects, funi.'i, wind and snow. But 
Ore is the enemy which cannot be 
killed. Sometimes it it partly bene 
ficial by killing the veterans and 
to promotintr viir<"»rous yonnjr trees 
to take their places, but those 
which do the most harm occur 
usually in thofall. At whatever 
time they appear their destructive 
powers depend very much upon 
the wind, which by a sudden 
change may check the fire, or may 
turn it off in a new direction and 
perhaps threaten the lives of the 
men at work by driving it sud- 



denly upon them. The means of 

flghting fire are not everywhere 
the same, but in every case a de- 
lay of a very few minutes may 
permit m Are that at first conUI 
have easily been extinguished U> 
gather headway and get b^ond 
control. 

The whole country is beginniotf 

to realize the importance of pres- 
ervation, but as Mr. Beckner says, 
"Let's not deoend wholly upoa 
the Government to protect 6vur 
lands." It would be better for 
each State to look after its own 
welfare, and still better, if each 
individual would take active steps 
in DKHnoting this great aubject.
